HOWEVER,  THE  PEAK  that 
perhaps  is  least  known  among 
students  is  Squaw  Peak,  lying 
to  the  northeast  of  the  campus 
in  the  mouth  of  Rock  Canyon. 

The  legend  of  Squaw  Peak  is 
nearly  as  old  as  the  dramatic  ar- 
rival of  the  Mormon  pioneers  in- 
to Salt  Lake  Valley,  but  in  no- 
wise of  it  as  vivid  in  the  minds 
of  people. 

To  most  BYU  students  Squaw 
Peak  is  nothing  more  than  a 
rugged  pinnacle  rising  toward 
the  sky.  However  it  is  a sym- 
bol of  a great  nation  that  once 
flourished  upon  the  American 
continent:  the  Red  Indians. 

In  1849  THE  UTE  Indians 
ravished  the  small  settlements  in 
Utah  Valey.  They  stolfe  live- 
stock, food  and  clothing  from; 
the  Mormons  whom ' they  felt 
had  invaded  their  land. 

The  Utes,  under  the  leadership 
of  Big  Elk,  were  a constant 
threat  to  any  who  dared  venture 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  little 
towns. 

Through  ensuing  battles  Big 
Elk  was  killed,  and  the  Indians 
without  their  leader  were  scat- 
tered. In  their  flight,  they  divid- 
ed, The  larger  group  went 
south  toward  Spanish  Fork;  the 
other  went  into  the  mouth  of 
Rock  Canyon. 

When  the  white  forces  ap- 
proached the  wickiups  of  the 
Indians  in  Rock  Canyon,  women 
and  children  fled.  Big  Elk’s  wid- 
ow, attempting  to  climb  the  pre- 
cipice, fell  and  was  killed.  From 
this  incident,  according  to  leg- 
end, Squaw  Peak  received  its 
name.

A new  type  of  travel  - study 
tour  will  be  introduced  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  this  sum- 
mer when  a group  leaves  to 
spend  six  weeks  in  Mexico  liv- 
ing with  Mexican  families’'  and 
learning  the  Spanish  language 
and  history. 

According  to  Dr.  H.  Darrell 
Taylor,  associate  professor  of 
modern  languages  and  director  of 
file  tour,  20  people  have  already 
signed  to  go  on  tour;  there  is 
room  for  10  more.  The  program 
is  open  to  beginners  in  Spanish 
as  well  as  those  who  have  had 
some  Spanish  instruction.  A col- 
lege professor  will  be  assigned 
to  each  15  students. 

The  cost  of  the  tour  will  be 
$365.  This  will  include  bus  fare 
from  Provo  to  Mexico  City  and 
return,  43  days  in  Mexico  City, 
hotels  and  meals,  tuition  and  reg- 
istration. 

The  group  will  leave  Provo  on 
June  16  via  Albuquerque,  Juarez, 
Chihuahua,  Durango,  Queretaro, 
and  will  arrive  in  Mexico  City 
June  21.  They  will  return  August 
2 via  Valles,  Monterrey,  Laredo, 
Albuquerque  and  arrive  in  Provo 
August  7. 

While  in  Mexico,  the  group  will 
have  double  classes  for  six 
weeks.'  Classes  held  in  the  Anglo- 
American  Institute,  a Bi-Nation- 
al Center  in  Mexico  are  the  same 
as  those  offered  in  the  BYU  cat- 
alog. Beginners  can  earn  up  to 
eight  credit  hours,  with  a poss- 
ible 10  hours  credit  for  second 
year  students,  six  .hours  for  third 
or  fourth  year  students,  and 
three  hours  for  graduate  stu- 
dents.

Dean  of  the  College  of  Recreation,  Physical  and  Health 
Education  Milton  H.  Hartvigsen  told  us  this  recently  when  we 
asked  him  how  the  crusade  to  gamer  $5  million  smackers  in 
40  months  was  going  to  benefit  sports  at  BYU. 

Hartvigsen  stated  that  although  no  specific  fund  is  being 
set  apart  for  athletics  in  the  Destiny  Fund’s  five  sections  of 
building  BYU,  sports  will  naturally  grow  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  school. 

Already  a 160-foot  extension  to  the  fieldhouse  is  in  the 
blueprint  stage,  in  addition  to  the  new  women’s  gymnasium 
and  swimming  pool. 

The  dean  went  on  to  say  that  contributors  just  can’t 
donate  to  definite  regions  of  choice  like  sports,  and  that  all  the 
money  goes  into  the  general  and  endowment  funds. 

“The  genius  of  good  administration  lies  in  the  proper 
distribution  of  funds  so  no  area  will  be  overfed,”  Hartvigsen 
added. 

However,  the  BYU  sports  head  does  believe  that  some 
people  wiuld  donate  a few  sheckles  more  if  they  definitely 
knew  their  money  was  being  appropriated  for  sports.
